But the ſame day, as they arole trom Table, he put him⸗ 
ſelf on His knees befoze:the King, and, with a very Good Gzace asked him 
a Gift. Don Brian, who. loved him as himſelf, was Liberal in pzomi- 
ling. OT: 

Sir, ſaid he, you will permit me then to make a Journey into Sicily, to 
fee the Infan a Lucella, who is at this day eſteemed the moſt perfetly fair 
and beſt behaved Lady in Europe: And if it is fo, I will endeavour fo to 
ſerve the King her Father, that he ſhall give her to me afterwards for Wife, 
ifI ask her of him. 

Don Brian, glad toſee his Son in this Reſolution, commended him, and 
was content, he ſhould take ſuch Knights of his Court as he would chooſe, 
with Money, and Equipage, neceflary-fo2 (s high an Enterpziſe.”; Foz which 
the Poung Pꝛince moft humbly thanked him. And then having cauſed a 
meat Frigat to be made ready,choſe to accompany him amongſt other Knights, 
the Duke of Biſcay's two Sons, of which the Eldeſt wag named Eſquinel,and 
the other Meander of Spain. And thete were the two who kleparated him, at 
the perſwaſion of Gradamart, as he was fighting againſt the Knight of the 

burning Sword. They then being Embarkt in very good Oꝛder, Sailed a- 
long the Coaſt of Atrick, and leaving Sardinia on the right hand, Arrived at 
Dleſſina, where they had News of the Rape, not long before committed by 
Frandalon Cyciops, and bis Son, on the Queen of Sicily and Lucella, And 
fo: this cauſe Birn artes commanded his Marriners to take their Cottrſe to 
Silanchy, thꝛoughly refolved to Fight them, whatever Gould come of it. But 
his Labour was ia vain, becauſe he found there no body but the Governour, 
whom Alpatricy had left, by whom he was acquainred with what was paſ- 
ſed. Which wonderfully diſpleafed him, and he curſed his Foztune fo2 has 
ving dep2ived him of lo fair an Decaſion,by which he might have gained what 
he much doubted toloſe. Then he returned again into his Ship, and taking 
leave of the Governo!, went back towards Sicily, where he thought to find 
what he lookt fo). | 

And ſome days after he met a Giant, that was carrying away ſeveral 
Chr iſtians Pziſoners, with whom Birmartes had a fight, and finally vans 
quifht him: The Duke of Biſcays two Sons defeated alfo fix of his Knights, 
freeing all the Slaves, who were then in rhe Pirates Ship, and giving them 
Liberty to go, whither rhe? plealed. And thus following their way, to take 
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Harbo? in Sicily, the Sea gꝛew lo tempeſtuous, that they were, by Fozrune; | e⸗ 
ven againft their wills, d2iven to the Kingdom of Apolonia, where they-went 
aſhoꝛe. And to refreſh themſelves, being weary of the Sea, they deſign'd tg 
(penda Month in Uiſiting the Country. And fox this caule commanding 
their Marriners not to depart kzom the Pozt, al the Knights mounied their 
Ho!les, taking their Wap ſtrait to the gzeat City of Apoionia. And, as 
they travell'd, they learnt, how Branzahar Duke of Clarence, guarded in a 
Tower Onoria,Piinceſs of Apolonia, who was reputed to be oe of the ſaireſt 
Lavies on the Eart).. And that pou may underſtand the manner and Reaſon 
of this Guarding, vou will know, that this Duke of Clarence was a very 
powerful Knight, but hard favoured, defo2m'd, Jll-behav'd, and beſides de- 
[cended os a Glantly Lincage. Now the great Beauty of Onoria had been 
ſo advantageouſly related to him, that his Peart was (mitten with the Re- 
pozt: And to ſee her, he came to the King her Fathers Court, accompany*v 
by two Giants his Coſins : But the Ladies Pzeſence ſo depziv d him of his 
Liberty, that he thought, be ould dye, if he had her not fo2 Mike. Uhere- 

foze with gzeat Earneltneſs and Impoꝛtunity he requeſted her of the King, 
who knowing him to be ſuch an one, that is Daughter wauld never content 
to it, excus'd himſelf, by pzetending, that ſhe had no Jnclination to mar ry. 
The Duke, much aſfoniſht at this News, was ready then to diſpafr ; Nez 
vertheleſs fo2 the laſt Remedp he ſaid to the King, that ſince Foztune had 
been lo unkind to him in denying him the thing, he mot lov'd in this world, 
he ould never have any Joy in his Heart; pet in recompence of the Pains, 
be had taken to come to his Tourt, he deſired, him that he would be pleaſed to 
gzant him a Gifr, Mhich the King would not deny him, p20vided his 
Daughters Honour were not offended by it, 

That certainly Sir, ſaid he, it ſhall not be: For 1 would ſooner. conſent 
to my own Ruin. But lince ſhe wil ſpend her, Life without an Husband, 
and that her Beauty puts thoſe who ſee her in an unparallelꝰd Torment, tis 
reaſonable for the avoiding, ſo much Miſchief; that ſhe be henceforth ſbut 
up in a Tower, where ſhe ſhall be ſeen by none but you, the Queen, and 
thoſe that ſhall be ordaihed to ſerve her. And I and theſe two Giants will 
keep the three firſt Entrances, ſo that none [hall pals them, unleſs it be hy 
fotce of Arms. And moreover bg muſt, for her Service, accompliſſi the 
Conditions, which mall canſe to bewritten; and hung upon certain'ſtones; 
that mall be etected in this Tower 3 by which, ſatd he, hall be known the 
greatneſs of your Daughters Beauty, and how much! ſuffer, and will ſuffer 
for ker lake. HOES

Then he kaſtned a Writing to the pillar, the contcnts of which were thele ; 
Thou Knight, who by thy Proweſs art come to this place, where thou mayſt 
ſe the Faireſt P rinceſs of the world, be not ſo hardy. as to take her forth, 
before thou haſt carryed this Image, which repreſents her Perſon, through 
the whole Earth, and maintained by Force of Arms, that ſhe, for whom it 
was made, is the firft in great Beauty. And if thy Fortune is ſo proſperous 
that 1 accompanys thee, yet art thou bound to bring hither the 
Images of the Ladies, Miſtreſſes of the Knights, vanquiſht by thee, with 
their Names written underneath. Then, and no ſooner, ſhalt thou be per- 
mit ted to take the Fair One out of Priſon. But in caſe thou ſhalt find a bet- 
ter than thy ſelf, by whom thou ſhalt be conquered, if thou ſnalt bring the 
Permiſſion of ſuch thy Conqueror, ſigned and ſealed, with his Miſtreſſes 
Name and Seal, then may ſhe go forth in Liberty at her 12 
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ſure: for ſuch is the Covenant between the King of this Countrey and. 
me. 

Having faſtned this Waſting, he caus'd another Pillar to be ſet up be⸗ 
koze the firſt and pꝛintipal Gate of rhe Tower, with a Roll nie what 
kollows. Let none henceforwa:d adventure to-paſs any far, her, unleſs it be 
by force of Arms: Becauſe the Countenance of Cnozia, Lady of Beauty, 
ſhall no mcre be manifeſted, till he ſha!! come, who ſhell wholly deliver her. 
For Bzansa{ar, Prince of Clarence, will defend this Paſſage cven to Death, 

And p:eſently he appolnted ont of his Giants ko; the Guard of this gate, 
and ano ther fo: che ſecond, and himtelk ko; rhe third: And they thice, Arm Nh: 
with very rich Armoz, undertwk to fight all Tomers. At Which the King 
extedingly wondzed, that duch and Co gzeat a Lozd as Branzahar, would 
put [ imlelt in ſuch lubſection, and danger of his Perſon. Now he was a 
god Knight, and they whom he had cholen, ſtrong and hardy, which made 
the ſpeedy Pellverante of Oriana little expectev : But rhe King and Queen 
might ſee her when they thought good, and chis little ſhe rok as a gʒeat tom⸗ 
kozt in her Foztune.

* Birmartes, ſeeing the good Reception the King gave hint, thus anſwered 
him: Sir, he, in whoſe hands all things are, knows the deſire I have to ſerve 
you, and ſuch as you: eſpecially in ſuch Acts, in which, beſides the Honor 
that may be gain d, conſiſts the liberty of ſuch a Princeſs as my Lady your 
Daughter: Not that I will preſume to promiſe my ſelf the putting an end 
to that, to which ſo many good Knights could not attain : but at leaſt I 
will do my Endeavour, being aſſured, that, ſo doing, Death or Life can- 
not but be honourable to me, imitating the Gallant Men, who havetryed it

Then he pꝛepared himſelf to begin the Fight, becauſe the firſt Giant 
ſtd ready to Teceive him.

But he had 
Leiſure enough to reſt there, fo! none Pꝛeſented himſelf that Day, no; the 
next till after Dinner, when ſeveral entred into the Field; and Birmartes 
behav'd himſelfſo Ualiantly, that befoze Night he Uanquiſht Twelve, and 
Fifrcen the Day following; lo that many had ſaid, they never ſeen lo god a 
Knight. Now the Duke of Calabria was not pet come, but he Pꝛelented 
himſelf ſon after, Arm'd in Seen Armoz, and hearing on his Helmet, in⸗ 
ftead of a Feather, his Miſtrelles Poztraiture. 

Then Birmartes, knowing that he had a Walfant Adverſary, choſe 4 
great Lance, and Marching leiſurely, befoze he began his Carrier, the 
Duke call'd out to hint from afar ; ſaying, By my Head, Sir Knight, I will 
now make you know, that the Princeſs Jufaliana, whoſe Effigies I bear, 
furpaiſes in all Beauties her, whom you have ſo much prais'd. of 

I know not, anſwer'd Birmartes how you can verify it: As for me, 
every one knows, that I ſhould extreamly forget my ſelf, if I ſhould follow 
this Opinion; and ſince the Proof lies in the Combat, not in Words, let us 
ſe how it will go. 

Then they couch'd their Lanees, one againſk the other, and their Meet⸗ 
ing was luch, that the Duke bzoke his Spear, even to the Gantlet: Ne- 
vertheleſs, Birmartes Struck him ſs to the purpoſe, that he 'Thzew him 


gut ok his Saddle to the G:zound. And fo:aſmuch as the Duke was altony'd, 


ffiring neither Foot noz Þand, the other alighted from his Hozſe at the 
End of the Carrfer, and Feigning, that he would Tut off his Head, ſaid 


to him aloud; Knight, confeſs the Beauty of your Miſtreſs to be nothing 


in Comparifcn of Cnoꝛias, elſe you ſhall Dye preſently. 

But to theſe Thyieatsthe Tube, tho' he was come to himſelf, anſwer's 
Him not a Wozd, but was ſs Tiſconted, that he wicht himſelf already Dead; 
which ſome Lo2d knowing, Regiieſfed Birmartes to leave him in Patiente, 
and content Himſelf with his Uicozy, and the Poꝛtraiture of Jufaliana, 
which he took, and carrp'd into his Pavilion, te Accompany the others. 
— "he mean time the Duke got up again, and Return'd Aſhant'd to his

Then 
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Then there came into the Field a luſty Knight, firting ſo gracefully on his 
Doſe, that *twas a wonder to lee, who addzelling himtelt ro Birmartes, thus 
ſpake to him: If you do not willingly confeſs my Miſtreſs to be fairer than 
yours, ] vill make you do it by force. ,.

Irmartes then being curev, and reſolving to begin again his En⸗ 
terpzile, there entered into his Pavilion a Damſel, accompany”d 
by an Eſquire, who carried a Casket, cloſcly wiapt up This Damlel 
Saluted 4irmartes with g2cat Courteſy, anduntying the Packet, pzeſented 
him with a Suit of Armoz, as red as blood, and a Shield, having an Elm 
in a Field, Or, ſaying to him: Knight us'd to obercome, He, who loves 
you, and eſteems you, for the Proweſs that is in you, ſends you this 
Preſent: And ſends you word by me, that at this time you ſhall not know 
who he is: But ſo it is, that this Armor, which he has kept for you, will do 
you more Service than you think for, 

Damſel, my Friend, anfw:r?d he, I humbly thank the perſon, who has 
had ſo good a Remembrance of me, andeſt:em this Harneſs the more, be- 
cauſe mine was quite broken. You will be pl:as'd to tell him, that, where- 
ever | am, he has in me a Knight very much at his Command. | 

Then without continuing this Diicoucte any longer, the Dainſel depar- 
ted from him, leaving him in a deep ſtudy, from whom ſo g'rat a Favour 
ſhould pzoceed, And that very day he acquamted the Kings, and the other 
L0:dg, Chat he ſheuld be in a readineſs, if any ont will defend the Honour of 
big Miltrelles Beauty. Mherekoze going fo2th of the Town, they went to 
the Place appointed, with a gzeat Number of Pcople, whither they were no 
Cosner tome, but they p2tceived a Knight of g1eat Stature, riding towards 
them, mounted on a Roan Hoſe, his Armoz being Azure, covered with ma- 
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ny Stars, and his Shield of the lame. In his hand he held a g2eat Lance, 
which he reſted on his Thigh with ſuch a Ezate, that nothing could excey 
it. And to the top of his Helmet was fafned the Poztrafture of a Dam-

In this Equipage did he paſs befo2e the Scaffold, on which rhe Kings 
were ating, whom he ſaluted w'thout viſcovering himſelf ; and appzoachs 
ing Birmartes, ſaid to him loud enough: Knight, you muſt grant me, that 
ſhe, whom you love, no way equals the Lady, whoſe Figure I bear; elſe

Birmartes, much diſpleas'd to hear himtelk rhzeatned, and his Lady inju-

Fc then tie» had bekoze been very careful to do thelr Duties, they retur- 
ned to (ew theinkelbeg ret moze carncft, altho' they apparently gew hea- 
vier, having already continu'd atove five hours without any reſt: And 
mozeobev the Heat of the day was ſo extreme, that be, who was lighteſt 
cloach' d, did perpetually ſwear. ich mov'd Bing Amadis to ſuch com- 
paſſion, ſeting them ſuffer and endure lo mite}, that he could not fotbear 
laping to the others: On my conſcience tis great Pity to let two of the 
beſt Knights in the world dye, who are ſo animated one againſt the other, 
that the Conqueror will never pardon the Weaker, 

Nevertheleſs he of the Stars gain'd gzound by little and little; whence 
with gapecy of heart, Hiking his Sword, he cred out: Za! Knight, now 
have thee in ſuch a place, that neither by putting out the Torches, nor 
by force, we can be ſeparated : and thou ſhalc pay for the fooliſh' words, 
thou wouldſt have mainiain'c. 

Habing ſaid this, he g:els'd him tloler, than he had pet done. Then 
Eirmartes knew by his tizcats, that he had indeed lulpected aright, it being 
the Knight of the Burning Sword, to Wham the Damſel, that te met near 
Rome, pꝛeſented the Harneſs, be now waze When Le was within a days 
jcurney cf Naples, wittout declaring krom whem; and left him to go to 
Birizartes with the Nermillon Arins, as pau hate been told.

To which he willingly gave tar, knowing he bad the -wozt, altho? He. 
bzavely conceal 'd, what he thought of t. Ind tp2 this Carle be ſaid to

In this manner did ye ſtop the Mouths of theſe two P2inces, who" af: 


terward impoztunꝰd him no farther, tho? they had fifl a Fancy, that was 
 hehimſelf, Nevertheleſs nor willing to conſtrain him any farther, they 
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thank d him however koz the Suctoz, he pꝛomis'd them. And fozaſmuch as 


it began apace to g20w dark, and Night was dziving away the Day, they ſee- 
ing the Kings of Sardinia and Naples return from Birmartes's Pavilion, 
gave him the god night, to go and join themſelves with the two others.

verp night, the Aniaht in che Starry Armoz Uzit a Letter to King Maga- 
dan, the Tenno: whcrect follows. 

Moſt High, molt Mighty, and moſt Excellent Prince, if future things 
were as preſent to men, as they are unknown to them, there would be 
few Perſons deceiv'd, and fewer Wicked, that could deceive them by 
giving them falſe Intelligence: But ſuch a fecret being out of our Power, 
we ſhould (certainly) more fear this malice of men, than Death it ſelf,

How News came to the Kings, being at aples, of the great Preparation, 
made by the Uſurper of the Empire, to come and give them Battle at 
Friuli: And of the Rancounter, they had with the King of Metz. 


HE-King of Sicily, pꝛetending, ag you have heard, to the Kingdom of 
Met, had 92dinarily ſpies in the Parts of Gaul, by whom (eight 92 
ten dayes after the Fight, between the two good Knights Birmartes and 
Amadis of Greece, ſurnamed fozmerly the Knight of the burning Sword) 
he was adbertis'd that the Uſurper of rhe Empire, with his Fo2ces, was, to 


tome and jon the King of Metz in the plain of Verona, and there to ex: 


peGKing.;Amadis;and-his Army. Now the Duke of Lorrain was ally'd 
to King Amadis, anb with all his might ſuppozted the Party of the Empzeſs 
his Daughter, ſo that with fix thouſand fighting Men he hindꝛed, as much 
as poſſibly he could, the King of Metz, who intended to paſs tho? th? Mar⸗ 
ches of Suitzerland, from executing his Deſigns : Foz he always coafted 
m, often. conftraming him to; tay longer tn a place, than he deſired. 
his was in part the Cauſe, that the Army of theſe Rings, allembled at 
Naples, went to look fo: them in Germany, and there to give them Battle: 
Fo! which purpoſe *twas p2oclaim'd in their Camp, that every one fhould 
make himſelf ready to remove the eighth day following.
